Warrant 
Issued in 
Levy Case 

Police charge immigrant in 
the killing of former intern 

WASHINGTON! An arrest warrant was issued 
Tuesday for an imprisoned Salvadoran immi- 
grant in the killing of federal intern Chandra 
Levy, nearly eight years after the case cap- 
tivated the country and ended the career of 
a congressman. 

The warrant accuses Ingmar Guandique 
of killing Levy on May 1, 2001, as she jogged 
through Rock Creek Park in Washington, D.C. 
Guandique, 27, is already 
serving time in a federal 
prison in Adelanto, Calif, 
for attacking two women in 
the same park in the weeks 
following Levy’s disappear- 
ance. “We take solace in 
the fact that the search for 
the person responsible has 
ended and our daughter can finally truly rest in 
peace,” Levy’s parents said in a statement. 

The break was a long-awaited development 
in an investigation that had gone cold for years 
after destroying the career of former U.S. Rep. 
Gary Condit of California. Authorities ques- 
tioned Condit, her congressman, in the dis- 
appearance, but he was never a suspect in her 
death. Condit was reportedly having an affair 
with Levy, and the negative publicity from 
the case was cited as the main reason for his 
overwhelming primary loss in 2002. 

The warrant suggests that the killing 
was a random act of violence, and indicates 
interviews investigators conducted with 12 
witnesses gave them some of the evidence 
they needed to pursue a case, (ap)

Senate OKs

Pet Projects 

Attempt by McCain 
to strip earmarks from 
measure is voted down 

WASHINGTON I The Senate voted 
overwhelmingly to preserve thou- 
sands of earmarks in a $410 billion 
spending bill on 
Tuesday, brush- 
ing aside Sen. 
John McCain’s 
claim that Presi- 
dent Obama and 
Congress are con- 
ducting business 
as usual in a time 
of economic hardship. 

McCain’s attempt to strip out an 
estimated 8,500 earmarks failed by 
a 63-32 vote. The Arizona senator’s 
proposal also would have cut rough- 
ly $32 billion from the measure and 
kept spending at last year’s levels in 
several federal agencies. 

The White House said Obama 
intends to sign the legislation, cast- 
ing it as leftover business from 2008. 
Spokesman Robert Gibbs said the 
White House will issue new guide- 
lines on earmarks for future bills. 

Taxpayers for Common Sense 
estimates the legislation contains 
8,570 disclosed earmarks worth 
$ 7.7 billion. Democrats declined to 
provide an estimate of the number of 
pet projects in the bill but put their 
cost at $3.8 billion, david espo (ap) 



Obama Tax Hikes Meet Resistance 


Treasury secretary 
defends plan in front 
of skeptical lawmakers 

WASHINGTON | President Obama’s 
call to raise taxes on high earners 
and greenhouse gas polluters met 
fierce opposition Tuesday from con- 
gressional Republicans and also a 
few Democrats. 

“I would never want to adversely 
affect anything that is charitable or 
good,” Rep. Charles Rangel, D-N.Y., 
chairman of the tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee, said of 
Obama’s call to limit high-income 
taxpayers’ itemized deductions for 
charitable donations and mortgage 
interest. 

Republicans said the president’s 
plan to charge fees to industries that

spew greenhouse gases amounts 
to a tax increase for all Americans 
that will far exceed the new $400 


annual tax cut for workers that he 
wants to extend beyond 2010. 
“The president’s budget increases 


taxes on every American and does 
so during a recession,” said Rep. 
Dave Camp of Michigan, the top 
Republican on the Ways and Means 
Committee. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy 
Geithner said the Obama pro- 
posal would reduce taxes for most 
Americans. Any increases, he said, 
wouldn’t occur until 2011, when the 
economy is “safely into recovery.” 

Geithner said Obama’s plan 
would cut income taxes for 95 per- 
cent of families and 97 percent of 
small businesses. Raising taxes 
on couples that make more than 
$250,000 would make the tax sys- 
tem more equitable, he said. 

“This budget targets tax relief 
to families that have lost ground 
the past eight years,” Geithner said.

Stalkers Adopt Textual Harassment’ 


Justice Department 
says cell phone threats 
are a growing problem 

BUFFALO, N.Y. I The college student 
had endured months of online and 
cell phone harassment from her ex- 
boyfriend. She ignored the barrage 
of e-mails, changed her phone num- 
ber and dismantled online profiles 
to cut him off. 

Then one evening, her cell phone 
signaled a new text message. It was 
him again. 


WHAT TO DO 

People who feel threatened 
by a person’s text messages are 
advised to call a law enforcement 
official, who can then contactthe 
cell phone providerto identify the 
sender. 

The Web site Thatsnotcool. 
com offers aforum where teen- 
agers share their experienc- 
es with overzealous or unwant- 
ed texting and swap advice about 
howto deal with it. 


“You should keep to yourself 
and stay away from other people,” 
the message said, said the student, 
who spoke on the condition of ano- 
nymity because she feared for her 
safety. 

As text messaging has boomed 
in recent years, it has also given 
rise to so-called “textual harass- 
ment.” Text messages antagonize 
recipients in a way that is not eas- 
ily ignored: Most people are never 
far from their cell phones, and the 
gadgets tend to blink and chirp until 
unopened messages are acknowl- 


edged. Adding another sting, the 
victims are often charged by their 
cell phone companies for receiving 
the messages. 

A study of stalking by the U.S. 
Justice Department’s Bureau of Jus- 
tice Statistics released last month 
confirmed that stalking by texting 
has become a pervasive problem. 

The report found 23 percent 
of stalking or harassment victims 
reported in 2006 that the stalker 
had used some form of cyberstalk- 
ing, such as cell phone texting or 
e-mail, to harass them. It was the 
agency’s first measure of the emerg- 
ing practice, said Katrina Baum, one 
of the study’s authors, (ap)

Jet Had Chance to Land 


Military plane crashed 
Dec. 8 in San Diego 
neighborhood, killing 4 

SAN DIEGO I The pilot of a crippled 
military jet that crashed into a San 
Diego neighborhood and killed four 
people was offered a chance short- 
ly before impact to land at a base 
with an approach over open water 
rather than head inland, recordings 
released Tuesday indicate. 

Recordings of conversations 
between federal air controllers and 
the pilot of the F/A-18D reveal that 
the pilot at least twice was offered 
a chance to put down the plane at 
the Naval Air Station North Island 


in Coronado. The base sits at the tip 
of a peninsula with a flight path 
over water. 

Instead, the Federal Aviation 
Administration tapes disclose that 
the pilot decided to fly the jet, which 
had lost one engine and was show- 
ing signs of trouble with the second, 
to the inland Marine Corps Air Sta- 
tion Miramar, which is about 10 
miles north of Coronado. 

That route took him over the Uni- 
versity City neighborhood, where the 
Dec. 8 crash incinerated two homes 
and damaged three others. 

In private briefings with mem- 
bers of Congress, military officials 
have reportedly said there were fac- 
tors that made landing at North 


Island unfeasible, but those issues 
have not been disclosed publicly 

Officials in Washington, D.C., 
said Tuesday that 13 Marine Corps 
personnel have been disciplined 
for errors in connection with the 
crash. Service officials told mem- 
bers of Congress that four Marine 
Corps officers have been relieved 
of duty for directing the Hornet to 
fly over the residential area. Nine 
other military personnel received 
lesser reprimands. 

Four members of a family were 
killed in their home — Young Mi 
Yoon, 36; her daughters Grace, 15 
months, and Rachel, 2 months; 
and her mother, Suk Im Kim, 
60. (AP)

3 men aboard capsized 
vessel, including NFL 
players, still missing 

CLEARWATER, FLA. I The Coast 
Guard called off the search Tues- 
day for two NFL players and a third 
man lost at sea off the Florida coast 
after their boat capsized during a 
fishing trip. 

The Coast Guard said it doesn’t 
believe anyone is on the surface of 
the water and that the search would 
end at sundown. Still missing in 
rough, cold water were Oakland 
Raiders linebacker Marquis Cooper, 
free-agent defensive lineman Corey 
Smith and former South Florida 
player William Bleakley. 

“We’re extremely confident that 
if there are any survivors on the sur- 
face of the water that we would have 
found them,” Coast Guard Capt. 
Timothy Close said. 

Hopes were raised Monday when 
rescue crews found a fourth man 
who was aboard, 24-year-old former 
South Florida player Nick Schuyler, 
who managed to stay with the boat 
for more than 36 hours after it over- 
turned Saturday evening. 

Prospects for survival were 
beginning to look more grim 
throughout the day, with the father 
of one of the men saying the Coast 
Guard told him privately that offi- 
cials were losing hope because of 
the time that has passed and the

U.S. Seeks 
New Ties 
With Syria 

Clinton says progress 
toward a Palestinian 
state is ‘inescapable’ 

JERUSALEM I U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton promised 
Tuesday to work with the incoming 
Israeli government but delivered a 
clear message that could put her at 
odds with the country’s next lead- 
er: Movement toward the estab- 
lishment of a Palestinian state is 
“inescapable.” 

Clinton also 
said the U.S. 
would soon send 
two envoys to 
Syria. It was the 
most significant 
sign yet that the 
Obama admin- 
istration is ready 
to mend relations with the Damas- 
cus regime. The U.S. withdrew its 
ambassador in 2005, accusing Syria 
of supporting terrorism. 

“There is no way to predict what 
the future with our relations con- 
cerning Syria might be,” Clinton 
said.

But I think it is 
a worthwhile effort to go and begin 
these preliminary conversations.”

Attackers ambush 
Sri Lankan cricket 
team before a match 

LAHORE, PAKISTAN | Ateam ofheav- 
ily armed gunmen, some traveling 
in rickshaws, ambushed Sri Lanka’s 
national cricket team Tuesday as it 
arrived for a match, killing six police 
guards and wounding seven play- 
ers. The brazen attack heightened 
fears that Pakistan is becoming 
increasingly unstable. 

The assault in Lahore bore strik- 
ing similarities to last year’s three- 
day hostage drama in the Indian 
financial capital of Mumbai. 

The bus sped through the 


ambush, but the gunmen’s prepara- 
tions indicated they may have been 
planning to hijack the vehicle. Interi- 
or Ministry chief Rehman Malik told 
The Associated Press. None of the 
gunmen was killed; all apparently 
escaped into the teeming city. 

Even though the bus was pep- 
pered with 25 bullet holes, none of 
the cricket players was killed. The 
attack was among the highest-pro- 


file terrorist strikes on a sports team 
since the 1972 Munich Olympics, 
when Palestinian militants killed 
11 Israeli athletes. 

In addition, by targeting not 
only a major Pakistani city but 
also the country’s most popular 
sport, the attack was sure to reso- 
nate throughout the region, where 
cricket has been an obsession since 
the colonial era. 


The attack ended Pakistan’s 
hopes of hosting international 
cricket teams — or any high-profile 
sports events — for months, if not 
years. Even before Tuesday, most 
cricket squads chose not to tour the 
country for security reasons.

Va. Woman Indicted in Girl’s Death 


Pr. William mother 
charged with death of 
adopted 13-year-old 

A Prince William County woman 
whose adopted 13-year-old daughter 
was found dead in a shallow creek 
has been indicted on charges of 
murder, lying to police and abus- 
ing the child, authorities announced 
Tuesday. 

Police said Alffeedia Gregg-Glov- 
er, 44, ofthe Manassas area lied when 
she told them that her daughter, Alex- 
is “Lexie” Agyepong-Glover, had run 
away Jan. 7 from a Manassas library. 


sparking a massive search. 

Two days later, Lexie’s body was 
found in a Woodbridge-area creek, 
and an autopsy determined she 
died from drowning and exposure 
to the cold. Her death was ruled a 
homicide. 

On Tuesday, authorities 
announced that a Prince William 
County grand jury returned indict- 
ments against Gregg-Glover, charg- 
ing her with first-degree murder, 
felony murder, felony child abuse 
and filing a false police report. 

The two murder counts, with 
different levels of severity, will give 
the jury an option if it chooses to 


convict, authorities said. 

At a news conference Tuesday 
afternoon. Commonwealth’s Attor- 
ney Paul B. Ebert 
said the tragedy 
of Lexie’s death 
was compound- 
‘ ed by the fact that 

Gregg-Glover lied 
1 to police, wast- 
Gregg-Glover ing the time and 
resources of those 
charged with protecting the larger 
community. 

“A lot of expense, time and trou- 
ble went to trying to locate this 
child, believing it was an abduc- 


tion, when all along the indications 
are, of course, that the mother was 
responsible for the disappearance 
and the death,” Ebert said. “The 
crime itself is bad enough.” 

Ebert said the medical examiner 
believes Lexie was still alive when 
she was placed by her mother in the 
frigid creek, but he would not com- 
ment further on the crime. 

He said the abuse charge stems 
from Gregg-Glover’s conduct on the 
date of Lexie’s death. She remains 
free on bond and is due in court 
Friday, when a trial date will be set.

World Awash in Oil 
As Orders Dry Up 


Crude producers are 
running out of places 
to store unwanted fuel 

N E w YO R K I Supertankers that once 
raced around the world to satisfy 
an unquenchable thirst for oil are 
now parked offshore, fully loaded, 
anchors down, their crews killing 
time. In the United States, vast 
storage farms for oil are almost 
out of room. 

As demand for crude has plum- 
meted, the world suddenly finds 
itself awash in oil that has nowhere 
to go. 

It’s been less than a year since 
oil prices hit record highs. But 
now producers and traders are 
struggling with the new reality: 
The world wants less oil, not more. 
And turning off the spigot is about 
as easy as turning around one of 
those tankers. 

So, oil companies and inves- 
tors are stashing crude, waiting 
for demand to rise and the bear 
market to end so they can turn a 
profit later. 

Traders have always played a 
game of store and sell, bringing oil 
to market when it can fetch the best 


price. They say this time is different 
because of how fast the bottom fell 
out of the oil market. 

“Nobody expected this,” said 
Antoine Halff, an analyst with 
Newedge. “The majority of peo- 
ple out there thought the market

would keep rising to $200, even 
$250, a barrel.” 

The oil tanks that surround- 
ed Cushing, Okla., in a sprawling 
network that holds 10 percent of 
the nation’s oil, have been swell- 
ing for months.

Hybrid Lexus SUV’s 
high price tag doesn’t 
offset its fuel economy 

Whenever I write about a certain 
green automotive technology, I can 
count on a certain percentage of 
e-mails to the effect of: “Just for that, 
I’m gonna leave mah truck running 
in the yard at night with a brick on 
the gas pedal.” 

What I call the “NASCAR effect” 
is a consequence of what is known in 
social psychology as the Focus Theo- 
ry of Normative Conduct. The theory 
holds that whenever people encounter 
a message about what they ought to 
do, and see few people actually doing 
it, they tend to rebel and do the oppo- 
site. If in a littered landscape there 
are signs that say, “Please don’t lit- 
ter,” people will take their cue from 
the environment and litter. 

When I look at the 2010 Lexus 
RX450h — the hybrid version of 
Lexus’ luxury crossover model — I 
see evidence of the steady migration 
of a social norm toward more fuel- 
efficient vehicles. 

There are a few value-added nice- 
ties in the RX450h, but it’s basically 
the same car with the same perfor-

mance as the RX350, except that 
the hybrid model gets 28 mpg with 
four-wheel drive and 27 mpg with 
all-wheel drive. 

In itself, the fuel economy doesn’t 
justify the additional cost, unless 
gasoline starts selling for $10 a 
gallon. 

Is the RX450h the right thing 
to do? Well, you could always get 
a Toyota Prius and get 50 mpg, 
so it’s more accurate to say the 
big hybrid ute is less wrong than 
right. Search your conscience and 
your wallet. And please don’t litter.

I agree with you. Taxing for road 
use would make more sense for 
cars that use little or no fossil 
fuels. And, presumably, it would 
help to pay for the national plug- 
in infrastructure, or for battery 
transfer stations, needed to run 
those cars. The idea is to get 
away from our current depen- 
dence on oil. 

A year or two ago, there were 
rumors that Alfa Romeo was going 
to reenter the U.S. market. I’ve 
seen nothing since then saying yea 
or nay. I’ve lusted after Alfas since 
I was in college. 

That will not happen anytime soon. 
Most car companies nowadays are 
just trying to hold on to the mar- 
kets they have.

Big Spending, Big Cuts for Redskins 


Teams forced to make 
hard decisions about 
free agency, layoffs 

REDSKINS I As long as the Wash- 
ington Redskins go by the motto 
“Why pay less? it will be difficult 
to defend them. Spreadsheets to 
them apparently mean table linens. 
Obviously, my own bookkeeping is 
not to be trusted, because just a few 
weeks ago, I assumed the team was 
distressed. Otherwise, why would it 
have laid off so many people? Turns 
out I made an accounting error. 

It’s baffling: One day a team 
lays off dozens of employees in the 
legal, marketing, technology, pub- 
lic relations, game-day operations, 
TV and even cheerleading staffs. 
Then, suddenly, it shells out huge 
sums for free agents. The Redskins 
in one 24-hour spending binge 
extended $182 million in contracts 
to just three players, including that 
whopping $100 million over seven 
years to defensive tackle Albert 
Haynesworth, while offering a bust 
like Jason Taylor $500,000 just to 
work out. 

Can someone help me with the 
math? What to make of this combi- 
nation of layoffs and big spending? 
Is it a question of lousy addition — 
or just an outrage? 

Surely, there is a rationale. 
Michael Josephson, founder of the 
Josephson Institute of Ethics, cau- 
tions against knee-jerk reactions. 
“The challenge is to overcome that 
immediate instinct of saying, ‘How 
can you cut here and spend here?’ 
We have the responsibility to look 
a little deeper than that. For any 
organization to survive, they have 
to be solvent, and so management

has that responsibility of knowing 
where to pay and where to cut.” 

Let’s look deeper, then. The Red- 
skins are not the only team to pay 
large while cutting jobs. A dozen 
NFL teams have shed adminis- 
trative staff The league itself has 
reduced its headquarters staff by 
169 . Meanwhile, the NFL’s labor 
agreement mandates that each 
team spend at least $111 million on 
player salaries, which totals about 


$4.5 billion. 

Although it’s unpalatable to 
say so, some people are simply far 
more valuable than others. Play- 
ers are revenue producers, while 
administrative assistants and 
seasonal security guards are not. 
“Some people can generate income, 
and some can’t,” says Josephson. 
“That’s inherent in business. I may 
have to lay off 10 janitors, but I 
still have to pay my top salesmen 
a bonus, because if I lose my sales-

No matter what the

LIVING LEGEND I “Hello” may be 
among Lionel Richie’s signature 
No. 1 songs, but for more than 30 
years, the singer-songwriter hasn’t 
so much as paused for a “bye for 
now.” The five-time Grammy Award 
recipient and Academy Award win- 
ner has been a chart fixture in pop, 
R&B, AC and dance — beginning in 
1974 as a founding member of the 
Commodores, then as a solo artist 
and producer from 1981 on — with 
a consistency seldom seem in the 
music business.

Now, the title track and first sin- 
gle from Richie’s new album “Just 
Go,” due out May 19 on Island, has 
catapulted into the top 20 at AC in 
only three weeks, a rare feat at a 
format known for dragging its feet 
when it comes to chart momentum.

The song is also gaining in adult 
R&B, where it is No. 31 this week. 

“What ... year is this?” asks 
Richie with a laugh. “This opens 
up a wonderful feeling of 1 remem- 
ber this.’ Times like these make it 
all the more exciting.” 

Collaborating with Richie on the 
new album are contemporary hit- 
makers the-Dream, Tricky Stewart 
and, on the playful reggae-splashed 
single, Akon. 

Richie knows that long-term suc- 
cess requires adapting to an ever- 
evolving industry. “There’s a differ- 
ence between the music business and 
the business of music. You can go to 
bed tonight with a No. 1 record and 
wake up tomorrow ice-cold. Survival 
is about taking time to make record 
labels and radio understand who you 
are — your brand.” 

Richie will extend his hand to 
audiences with a 100 -date Euro- 
pean tour launching in March in 
Dublin and wrapping in May in 
Belgium. Stops in the United States 
and Australia follow throughout 

2009. 

“I’m kind of laughing at get- 
ting to go through this whole 
process again,” Richie says. “It’s 
been an unbelievable journey. In 
my head. I’m just getting start- 
ed. Call me in 20 years and we’ll 
talk about the next chapter.”

M U S I C I In the wake of the historic 
election of President Obama and all

‘Watchmen’s’ Moment Arrives 


Despite a few bumps, 
the comic-turned-film 
hits theaters Friday 

BIG SCREEN I An ownership dis- 
pute between 20th Century Fox 
and Warner Bros, nearly meant 
doomsday for the release of the 
$120 million graphic novel adapta- 
tion “Watchmen.” But an eleventh- 
hour agreement means audiences 
will be able to watch “Watchmen” 
come Friday. 

“Part of me thought it would be 
really cool if the movie got shelved 
for all time, because that would just 
make it cooler,” says director Zack 
Snyder (“300”). 


Snyder is kidding, of course. The 
filmmaker is as eager as anyone to 
see “Watchmen” released, especial- 
ly after investing more than three 
years of his life into making a film 
once said to be unfilmable. 

“Watchmen” is the brainchild 
of writer Alan Moore and illustra- 
tor Dave Gibbons. It first appeared 
as a DC Comics series from 1986 to 
1987 and then was republished as the 
now-legendary graphic novel. The 
plot centers on a group of costumed 
crime-fighters who reconnect after 
one of them is found murdered. 

A fan of “Watchmen,” Snyder 
vowed to be true to the source mate- 
rial. That was no easy feat. 

“We never designed Watchmen’

to be a movie,” says Gibbons. “We 
didn’t even think Watchmen’ was 
going to become a graphic novel. We 
did a 12-issue comicbook series and 
then thought, ‘That’s it. It’s going to 
go in the back issue bins and that’s 
the last we’ll hear of it.’” 

Not so. “Watchmen” has had 
an ever-growing following, and 
Snyder knew he couldn’t screw it 
up. Some characters and subplots 
had to go, and the film’s ending is 
a departure from the one in the 
book. But Gibbons says he’s fine 
with the changes and actually likes 
the new ending. 

‘What happens is an integral part 
of the whole story, and so I’m very 
happy with it and I think it works 
fine,” he says. (The Hollywood-averse 
Moore, who disavows all filmed ver- 
sions of his work, won’t discuss the 
“Watchmen” movie.) angela dawson

Agriculture 


A few gardening tips 
can help you stick to 
a budget this spring 

Many families grow their own fruits 
and vegetables so they’ll have appe- 
tizing, disease-free food at low cost. 
Few things are recession-proof, 
however, including gardening. 

Prices are climbing for fertilizer, 
pesticides and other supplies as we 
head into a new planting season. 

Yet there are many ways to har- 
vest higher savings. That includes 
starting earlier with planning and 
budgeting. 

“People don’t think about spring 
until they feel the warmer tem- 
peratures, but that’s way too late 
to begin a complex planting proj- 
ect,” said Jay Graham, who owns 
and operates Graham Landscape 
Architecture in Annapolis, Md., 
which specializes in historic water- 
front estates.

Most plants should be in the 
ground by early spring so their 
roots are developed before facing 
the stresses of the summertime 
heat, he said. 

Property owners also should 
commit themselves to a realistic 
budget, whether they do the land- 
scaping themselves or hire some- 
one to do it. 

“By planting some areas small- 


er [using seeds and plugs], you can 
save money and plant other areas 
larger [using specimen or trophy 
plants],” Graham said. 

Plugs, or small-size seedlings, 
can be an important part of the 
design mix, particularly if there is a 
lot of ground to cover. These starter 
plants grow quickly, especially the 
grasses, which will spread and take 
over on hillsides, and along drive- 
ways, sidewalks, curbs and other 
bar d-to -handle areas. 

“Plugs of native perennial flow- 
ers in meadows are more reliable 
than seed,” Graham said. “Land- 
scape grasses also are an inexpen- 
sive choice for residential settings, 
although few people know much

about them.” 

Landscaping doesn’t require 
that everything be done at once, 
he said. “Take one corner one year, 
another corner another year,” Gra- 
ham said. “Landscaping is a con- 
stant revisiting. It involves you. It 
pulls you in.” 

Whether landscaping or garden- 
ing, which is a more plant-inten- 
sive activity, there are ways to gain 
more while spending less. Many of 
these tips combine economy with 
ecology: 

Compost 

Save big bucks by recycling kitchen 
wastes rather than paying for com- 
mercial fertilizers. “Create a living 
soil. Many plants will double and 
triple in size in their first season 
with compost,” said Tracy DiSabato- 
Aust, author of “50 High-Impact, 
Low-Care Garden Plants” (Timber 
Press, 2008). “They’ll be less prone 
to disease and insects, as well.” 

Select plants that reseed 

“Choose aggressive, not invasive. 


plants,” DiSabato-Aust said. “Wild 
oats [Chasmanthium] and Bottle- 
brush grass [Elymus] are good 
examples. These assertive natives 
will fill the spaces in your yard.” 

Divide 

Dividing clumps of old perennials 
will greatly multiply your number 
of available plants. Many estab- 
lished stocks can be transformed 



when dug up and thinned to their 
original size. The divisions can be 
replanted in their original locations 
or used in new beds. You also can 
take “slips” in late fall or winter by 
cutting stems from mature plants 
and then soaking them in water or 
moist potting soil until they develop 
a root network. Transplant them 
outdoors once the frost danger 
has passed. 

Go big 

Select high-impact blooms that 
grow large or wide, requiring fewer 
new plants to buy for borders or 
other high-visibility areas. “Angelica 
and Amsonia are colorful and beau- 
tiful,” said DiSabato-Aust. 

Buy drought-resistant 
Plants 

“You’ll be reducing water usage,” 
DiSabato-Aust said. “You’ll be 
thinking environmentally along 
with saving time.” A layer of mulch 
around plants will help conserve 
water. A few rain barrels will help 
reduce municipal water bills. 


Save money on garden tools 
And yard art 

Use a child’s wagon to haul plants 
around. Add a rural mailbox to 
the garden so small gadgets can be 
stored where they’re most needed. 
Old wheelbarrows, bicycles, boots, 
barbecue kettles and hollowed- 
out stumps make effective and 
eye-catching planters. Timeworn 
tubs and washbasins can be con- 
verted into raised bed planters. 
Most such items can be purchased 
inexpensively at yard sales or dis- 
count stores. 

Grow bird-friendly plants 

Save money on bird food by plant- 
ing flowers with large seed heads 
(such as sunflowers) or by spreading 
cracked corn around for ground- 
foraging critters. 

Barter and trade 

Set up plant swaps and seed exchang- 
es. Buy flowers in bulk and then 
share the wealth with others. 

“These are great social things that 
also help save money,” DiSabato- 
Aust said. “If we have a lot of plants 
of a certain kind, we can trade for 
something different. You can make 
human connections. Bond. When 
you see a plant coming up year after 
year, you remember where you got
